Two Woman Wage Gossip 
Campaign Against Instructor 

A I*erry County school teacher has been threatened with 
ph> > .cal violence if she does not agree to leave the school 
where she has been teaching at one week. 

Mrs Elizabeth Deaton, a teacher at the Kodak elementary 
school, appeared before, the county school board Monday night 
to ask the board to back her in her determination to remain 
at the school in spite of threats She was advised to allow her- 
self be transferred to another school out of the Kodak com- 
munity by school board members. 

Trouble Started Wednesday 

Mrs Dearton said the trouble began last Wednesday, two 
days after the school opened for the 1958-59 term According to 
her, the trouble was caused largely because two women in the 
community went from house to house talking against her, under 
the mistaken conception that their children had been set back 
a grade in school. 

The teacher explained that a misunderstanding resulted 
when she was forced to reduce the number of students, total- 
ing 45, that crowded her classroom, by placing ten of them in 
other rooms where lower grades are taught. Some got the idea, 
she said, that the children had been “demoted,” but that is nod 
the case at all. 

After asking the school board’s backing, board member 
Wash Combs, who represents the Kodak district, suggested that 
the problem be solved by Mrs Deaton changing schools

Kentucky squirrel hunters are 
having a rough time, but pros- 
pects should pick up in the i ext 
two weeks 

That's the gist of a special re- 
port released today by Game 
Biologist Harold Barber. West 
Liberty, leader of Kentucky's 
squirrel research project for the 
Division of Game. 

Barber, compiling early re- 
ports from wildlife biologists 
across the state, said hunting 
was fairly poor in eastern Ken- 
tucky. traditionally one of the 
state's best areas, and not too 
much better in the central and 
western regions. 

He looked for prospects to 
pick up. though, in the next 
several weeks. 

Prior to the opening of the 
season on August 15. biologists 
predicted a banner squirrel crop 
for hunters. They are still hold- 
ing to that estimate, beJieving 
the current slow hunting is due 
primarily to weather and heav- 
ily foliaged trees, not to any 
lack of squirrels.

peak of activity — usually during 
late August in western and cen- 
tral Kenutcky and September 
in the eastern region. 

The state’s wildilfe biologists 
now are in the field conducting 
squirrel hunters’ bag checks, a 
regular weekly activity during 
the squirrel season. Working in

breedirg season This informa- 
tion is subsequently used as one 
of the guides in setting the com- 
ing year’s hunting season and 
bag limits. 

Barber. leader of the squirrel 
research project for the past 
eight years, is collecting run- 
ning information on this year’s 
season from those reports He 
advised hunters to “hunt harder 
and later — the squirrels are 
there." The first half of the 
state’s squirrel season closes on 
October 15 The second half 
opens on November 20 and runs 
through December 17.

About 18.11. Johnson moved the Choctaw 
Indian Academy to his recently established wat- 
ering place, White Sulphur, one of the most 
noted health resorts in Kentucky. 

By October. 1919, dissension arose among 
the Indian agents, prompted by Colonel John- 
son’s political opponents. This resulted in a 
Congressional inquiry into the academy. 

Loses Prestige 

Although cleared of all charges of misman- 
agement. Johnson began to lose prestige with 
the Indians. The student body declined raoidly 
from its peak of 200 and the Choctaws voted 
to send no more boys to the school. After 
struggling with only a minimum of students for 
several years, the school finally closed its doors 
in 1844 

While the academy did not meet expecta- 
tions of the Indians, the fact that it prospered 
for nearly a decade and a half is a tribute to 
the energy of Colonel Johnson, who Iter became 
Vice-President of the United States. 



Shortly after 1800. chiefs of Indian nations, 
discouraged by wars with white men, decided 
the only way in which redmen could compete 
was to acquire the enemy’s knowledge and 
wisdom. 

As a result, educational programs began to 
appear in peace treaties, and one, concluded at 
Washington in 1825 by the Choctaw Nation, 
provided $8,000 be applied by the President of 
the U S annually for 20 years for education of 
Choctaw children. 

Near Oraat Crossings 

After months of looking for a site, the 
War Department favored a plan submitted by 
Col. Richard M Johnson, to receive and educate 
at his Blue Spring Farm, near Great Crossings 
in Scott County, such of their sons as the Indi-

The first 21 students arrived at the school 
in September, 1825, having ridden their ponies 
from the western plains to Scott County. Here

One of the last strongholds of private 
education in the Kentucky mountains sits 
on a little green hill dotted with sycamore 
trees above barely-flowing Rock House 
Creek near Blackey in Letcher County. 

Stuart Robinson — Highland School, 
since 1914 an educational outpost for the 
Presbyterian Church, is one of the last 
private schools in the mountains still strug- 
gling to operate in the face of wide-spread- 
ing state education. Once the only source 
of education for isolated boys and girls in 
the days shortly after the coming of the 
railroad to this area, public school educa- 
tion has now penetrated deeply enough in- 
to the mountains to cause the closing of 
several similar schools, and now it stands 
a* Stuart Robinson’s gate, waiting. 

The number of students living in the 
school dormitories has been dwindling 
rapidly since the Letcher County School 
board took over the classroom and athletic 
facilities two years ago, and there were 
less than 30 dorm students last year, so 
few that the Presbyterian Church could 
see little justification for maintaining and 
heating the large, brick buildings and run- 
ning the school dining room. So for the 
first time since about 1921, the halls of the 
dormitories will echo only silence as they 
remain closed this year. 

Re-Modeling Planned 

But the closing of the dormitories isn’t 
necessarily a sombre commentary on 
Stuart Robinson’s future prospects, for 
while the buildings will be empty of child- 
ren, the ring of the carpenters’ hammer 
and the squeaking of the plumber’s wrench 
will replace the laughter of boys and girls 
as a complete re modeling job is scheduled 
to be carried out oil the dormitories Plans 
call for the re-opening of the boarding 
facilities next year in re-plastered, re-wir- 
ed, re-plumbed and refurnished buildings 
with tile bathrooms. 



This is to be the first step in rebuild- 
ing Stuart Robinson to the first class 
boarding school it once was, hoping to re- 
establish the institution to the position of 
respect in academic circles in Kentucky it 
formerly enjoyed. 

The Presbyterian Church, one of the 
pioneers in mission education, has agreed 
to permit the Stuart Robinson plant, which 
has a replacement value of a million and 
a half dollars, to be used as a boarding 
school if enough local interest can be a- 
roused to finance the operation of the 
school. 

Wright Leads Fund-Raising 

Mr. Harold Wright has been superin- 
tendent of the school for the past year, and 
he is now leading the campaign to re-in- 
state Stuart Robinson as a private, church- 
related, school, but independent of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Wright and several energetic 
school alumni and friends have recently 
been engaged in a fund-raising campaign 
within a 10-mile radius of the school, and 
have collected a surprising and encourag- 
ing $5,000 in private donations and pledges. 
The group plans to soon expand its efforts 
to towns in adjoining counties, and the out- 
look at this point is anything but discourag- 
ing 

Mr. Wright said he and the commit- 
tee feel that many area parents are dis- 
satisfied with the education their children 
are getting, and would welcome an oppor- 
tunity to send them to a superior, church- 
related college preparatory school. 

The committee in whose hands the 
school’s future lies is planning big, and the 
enormity of their aims reflect a confidence 
and belief in their work that parallels oth- 
er outstanding projects in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. 

Facilities For 100 Children 

The school of the future, if plans work 
out, will be capable of handling 100 boys 



and girls, who would find much Christian 
emphasis in the school curricula and in the 
dormitory life. Daily chappel programs, 
evening devotionals and mid-week services 
would all be a part of the students’ sched- 
ule. 

They will be taught by teachers who 
meet all state requirements, all with deg- 
rees and some with advanced degrees. 

Stuart Robinson was founded in 1914 
by Dr. E. O. Guerrant. a minister who was 
first introduced to the mountains of Ken- 
tucky as a young lieutenant in John Hunt 
Morgan’s Southern raiders during the 
Civil War. Stuart Robinson was one of 
several schools Dr. Guerrant established, 
and today is the only one that has surviv- 
ed the onslaught of the public school sys- 
tem. 

12 Buildings On Campus 

Twelve buildings, most of them brick, 
are situated handsomely about the rolling, 
green campus about two miles from Black- 
ey. The buildings include the main adminis- 
tration and academic building, which 
houses a 400-seat auditorium, a 6, 000- 
volume library, two dormitories, gymnasi- 
um and dining hall, with a spacious athletic 
field in the center. 

The school has long had its own dairy, 
as well as a central-heating plant that 
heats all buildings in the winter The school 
also maintains a large farm a few miles 
above Letcher. 

' Much has yet to be done before Stuart 
Robinson can function again. Funds have 
to be raised, and practically all other plan- 
ning is dependent on the outcome of this 
endeavor. 

But the committee and Harold Wright 
is going doggedly ahead, however, nibbling 
at the giant that looms before them, taking 
care of today’s business before going on to 
tomorrow’s. They can work no other way, 
but they appear determined, and with any 
luck at all, Stuart Robinson may once again 
thrive.
